$12.7 million will begin to take 
effect in Bay St. Louis, Miss., and 
other cities May 4, Postmaster 
Andy J. Becer said today. 

Parcel Post Deliveries will not 
be effected in Bay St. Louis, Miss., 
as this office has no parcel post 
routes. : 

Window service in Bay St. 
Louis, Miss., will be confined to 
one combination parcel post and 
stamp window on Saturdays only 
from 8:30 a. m. to 12 noon. Regis. 
tered and C. O. D. deliveries will 
be effected at the one combination 
window. 

There will be no money orders 
issued on Saturdays and rural 
carriers will not accept money 
æder applications on Saturdays. 

All other postal business such 
as acceptance of claims, setting of 
meters, collections of box rent 
etc., will be performed on the 
other week days only and this 
service will pot he available on 
Saturdays. 

Patrons are encouraged to trans- 
act their postal business on the 
week days other than Saturdays. 
Mr. Becker said that there is a 
stamp vending machine in the 
lobby of the Post Office which 
dipenses one cent, four cent and 
five cent stamps on a 24 hour 
basis and patrons are encouraged 
to make use of this stamp vending 
machine which will eliminate 
some of the congestion at the one 
window which will be available 
for the sale of stamps, acceptance 
of parcels etc., on Saturdays.

The Mississippi Accrediting Commission is setting forth more rigid standards and re- 
quirements each year for accreditation of schools. Since our County Schools are ac- 
credited as a whole unit and not simply by one of the schools, we must see that each 
school is improved and its needs are met in order to maintain accreditation. Gross over- 
crowding and inadequate, worn-out facilities will not meet the standards,
